The Lady Chargers ended their 2005 season with 
an overall record of 8-18 and a Central Atlantic 
Collegiate Conference (CACC) record of 7-15. 
The team finished in ninth place in the CACC and 
narrowly missed a playoff berth for the first time 
in two years. 


Head Coach Jessica Schweitzer looked to junior 
setter Jennifer Rivera and middle blocker Jessica 
Zanotti to lead the team both on and off the court. 
Zanotti finished last season with 29 blocks and 
183 kills. 


The junior class features three returnees who all 
saw significant playing time last year. Antoinette 
Hackett recorded 309 digs and provided the team 
with great spirit and energy on the court. Erica 
Ciavolella recorded 22 aces and 190 digs in 76 
games, while Tara Leahy had 86 kills and 72 digs 
this year. 


The freshman class featured four very talented 
players. Kinikia Collier had an outstanding rookie 
year, leading the team with 305 blocks and 371 
digs. Ashley Simpson had a team leading 54 
blocks and 132 kills, while Theresa Hanneman 
had a strong finish on the year, recording 112 kills. 
Kaitlin Earl showed great promise last season 
recording 130 kills, 34 aces and 242 digs.

2 season, with a 8-0 record in the CACC. 
They won their second consecutive 
regular season CACC title and went on 
to defeat Caldwell College in the CACC 
Tournament Championship, 1-0 for back 
to back titles. The team went on to their 
first ever NCAA Tournament appearance 
and suffered a tough 0-1 loss to national 
runner up, Franklin Pierce College in the 
New England Regional Championship 
game.

The Charger Basketball Squad finished their season with an overall record of 13-17 and a Cen- 
tral Atlantic Collegiate Conference (CACC) record of 10-12. They finished the regular season 
in seventh place in the CACC and were seeded seventh in the conference tournament. The 
team shocked the second seeded Cougars of Caldwell College with a thrilling 76-73 victory as 
junior Prince Jackson had back to back three-point plays in the final minute of the game for the 
comeback win. In the semi-finals against the #3 Holy Family University Tigers, Jackson came 
up big again as he hit the game winning jumper as time expired for the 73-71 win. The win 
sent Dominican into the Central Atlantic Collegiate Conference (CACC) Tournament Cham- 
pionship game against the top seeded Deacons of 
Bloomfield College. However, the Deacons would 
be crowned the champions after a hard fought vic- 
tory over the Chargers, 70-64. 


Leading the team this year in scoring was the ju- 
nior Jackson, averaging 19.7 ppg (551 points for 
the year). He was ranked fifth in the CACC in 
scoring, ninth in field goal percentage, tenth in 
free throw percentage, and fourth in three point 
field goal percentage. He finished second on the 
team in assists with 55, while leading the Char- 
gers in minutes played. For his efforts, Jackson 
was named to the All-CACC First Team. In 28 
games, he scored in double figures 26 times, and 
had 13 games where he scored over twenty points. 
In the CACC Tournament, he averaged 20.3 ppg, 
5.0 rpg and shot a perfect 15-15 from the free 
throw line. Jackson had the game winning bas- 
kets in both the quarter-finals and semi-finals and 
was named to the CACC All-Tournament Team. 
He was also selected to the All-Met Division I 
Second Team. 


Senior Tahiem Stewart also had a great season 
this year, finishing second on the team in scoring 
with 15.3 ppg. He led the team in rebounding, 
averaging 6.7 per contest (202 on the year) and 
in steals with 49. Stewart tallied 460 points on 
the season and was second on the team in min- 
utes played. He ranked thirteenth in the con- 
ference in scoring, ninth in rebounding third in 
field goal percentage, tenth in steals, fifteenth in 
blocked shots, thirteenth in offensive rebounds 
and eleventh in defensive rebounds. He received 
Honorable Mention Honors this year. During the 
conference tournament, Stewart averaged 15.0 
ppg, 7.3 rpg and shot 61.3% from the floor. In 
the final minute in the win against Holy Family, 
he converted 2 crucial free throws, helping the 
Chargers to victory.

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The 2005-06 Lady Charger Basketball Team finished the year with an overall 
record of 19-13 and a Central Atlantic Collegiate Conference (CACC) record of 16- 
8. 


The Lady Chargers finished the regular season in fourth place in the CACC 
and were seeded fourth in the conference tournament. In the quarter-finals of the 
tournament, the team hosted the fifth seeded Post University Eagles and came away 
with a 75-68 victory. Sophomore Dana Rotio led the team with 19 points, while senior 
Danielle Armiento exploded for 18 points and four assists off the bench. 


In the semi-finals, the team faced the top seeded Tigers of Holy Family 
University. The Lady Chargers came on strong in the first half to lead by as many as 
seven points and took a 31-28 lead into the half. However, the Tigers fought back in 
the second half to take the lead with just under five minutes remaining as they went 
on to a 64-53 victory to advance to the CACC Tournament Final. 


Dominican then received the second seed in the Eastern College Athletic Conference 
(ECAC) Tournament and hosted #3 Franklin Pierce College. FPC came away with a 
70-48 victory and went on to defeat #1 Philadelphia University in the ECAC Final. 


Captain and senior Ashley Rossi was the team leader in blocked shots with 52 for 
the season and ranked third in the CACC. She averaged 10.1 ppg and had a team 
leading 5.1 rebounds per game. 


Rossi became the 18th player in DC Lady 
Charger history to score 1,000 points 
against Holy Family University. She finishes 
her career with 1,051 points, 601 rebounds 
and 197 blocks. She leaves as the All-Time 
Blocks Leader at DC and ranks in the top 
twenty in rebounding. For her efforts, she 
was named to the All-Met Division I] second 
team. Freshman Althea Chambers also had 
a strong rookie year. 


Senior shooter Jill Younghans 
finished second on the team, averaging 10.6 
points per game. She led the team from 
behind the three point arc, shooting 65 on 
the year. She ranked 5th in the CACC in 
three point field goals made, 7th in three 
point field goal percentage and 26th in 
scoring. Younghans became the 17th player 
in DC Lady Charger history to score 1,000 
points against Holy Family University. She 
ends her career with 1,055 points (229 three 
point baskets) and holds the DC record for 
most three point field goals in a season as 
she hit 82 in her sophomore year. 
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WOMEN'S SOFTBALL 


Upon completion of the 2006 softball season, fifth year Head Coach Rick Krasny 
can say without any hesitation whatsoever, that the Dominican College Lady 
Charger Softball team is without a doubt one of the top teams not only in the 
CACC Conference, but a power to be reckoned with in the entire Northeast 
Region. After completing the season with a record of 37-19, and breaking nearly 
every single offensive record in school history, Coach Krasny will look back at 
this season as the year that catapulted the softball program into a new era. ‘I 
knew it was going to be a special season when we returned from our Spring 
Break trip to Florida with a 7-3 record against some very tough competition, but 
| had no idea we were going to be this good.” 


The 2006 Lady Chargers ended the season with the second best conference 
and overall record, behind CACC Champion Caldwell College, as well as the 
third best record in the entire Northeast Region. They also had the second most 
wins in the Region behind perennial NYCAC Champion CW Post. “This was the 
season that we could field a team that could not only compete with anyone, but 
was able to beat just about any team that we faced, being swept in only one 
doubleheader all season by CW Post.” 


The 2006 softball team was at or near the top of every statistical category in the 
CACC Conference including; 3rd in Batting Average (.288), 2nd in ERA (2.11), 
1st in Fielding Percentage (.961), 1st in Doubles & Home Runs (96 & 41), 2nd 
in stolen bases (39), 1st in Hits & Runs Scored (428 & 248), 2nd in Slugging 
Percentage (.450), and 1st in Pitching Strikeouts (362). 


Christine Stathes was named to the first team as a pitcher as well as being 


named the 2006 CACC Pitcher of the Year. Sarah 
Beck was named to the first team as an At -Large 
selection, in addition to being named the 2006 
CACC Rookie of the Year. Senior shortstop Katie 
Farrugia and sophomore first baseman Kristine 
Knuth were also named to the second team All 
Conference Team at their prospective positions. 
In addition, the Lady Chargers also had four 
members named to the All Tournament Team 
in Stathes, Beck, Farrugia and Michelle Bark.

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MEN'S BASEBALL 


The Dominican College baseball team 2006 are the first team in 
program history to earn a bid the NCAA Tournament and set a 
new school record with 42 wins. The Chargers earned the bid 
after winning their second consecutive Central Atlantic Collegiate 
Conference (CACC) Tournament Title, making it the fifth title in the 
last six years for Head Coach Rick Giannetti. 


The team opened up the 2006 season with a double-header 
sweep of host Virginia State University, 17-4 and 12-1. The team 
went on the annual spring break trip to Miami, Florida where they 
faced a number of tough teams, including Nova Southeastern 
University, who were ranked 13th in the nation at the time and 
18th St. Thomas University. The Chargers came back with a 5-4 
record, posting victories both Nova Southeastern and St. Thomas 
University to improve their record to 7-4 on the year. 


DC began conference play with a home opening victory over Post 
University, 10-9 and went on to win four straight to improve to 5-0 in 
the conference, before dropping a 4-7 decision to NJIT. The team 
finished the conference with a 24-3 record to give them the regular 
season title and the top seed in the tournament. In the opening 
round, Dominican lost to the fourth-seeded Golden Falcons from 
Felician College, 9-11. Facing elimination, DC knocked out 
second-seeded Wilmington College, 2-1 and went on to defeat #3 
Bloomfield College, 15-0, sending them into the Championships 
where they would have to beat Felician College twice. The 
Chargers won the first game, 13-8 and took the second game, 13- 
9 to earn the conference’s bid to the NCAA Tournament. 


In the NCAA Tournament held at top-seeded Franklin Pierce 
College, the Chargers were seeded fifth and took on second- 
seeded University of New Haven in the opening round. Trailing, 
0-2, Dominican battled back to tie the game in the sixth and go 
ahead 4-2 in the seventh off the two run homer by CACC Rookie 
of the Year, Jose Made, as they went on to a 4-3 victory. The win 
set up a game against the #3 UMass-Lowell where they Chargers 
wiped out a 6-3 deficit to win the game 8-7. Facing a tough #1 
Franklin-Pierce College, the team rallied down 14-6 to pull within 
two, but the Ravens held on for a 15-13 victory. This forced the 
Chargers into an elimination game against the #4 Owls of Southern 
Connecticut State University. DC was down 9-5 in the bottom of 
the ninth inning with one on and one out when they game was 
suspended due to rain. The game was picked up the next day 
where DC managed to load the bases with one out, but couldn't 
produce a run as SCSU went on to the 9-5 victory, thus ending the 
Chargers season with an overall record of 42-18. 


All-CACC Second Team honors went to Peter Gilardo and Eliezer 
Nunez. Gilardo hit .332 on the year with 66 hits, while Nunez had 
a .299 average with 59 hits. The Chargers graduate four players 
from this year’s squad, including Zani, Nunez, and designated 
hitter Chad Duesler, who hit .367 with 40 RBls.The Chargers 
are looking to win another CACC Title and return to the NCAA 
Tournament next year.

The Dominican College men’s lacrosse program finished the 2006 season with a 4-9 record, facing six of the top ten 
teams in NCAA Division Il. This season the Chargers played the defending National Champions, New York Institute of 
Technology, Adelpi University, Mercyhurst College, Dowling College, C.W. Post University, and Molloy College to complete 
the most competitive schedule Dominican has had since the program began in 2002. The team dropped the opening game 
of the 2006 season to NYIT, the 2005 NCAA Champions, 21-2 but went one to win one of two during spring break. 


First year Head Coach, Nick Ballou, took the team to North Carolina for the annual spring break trip to face Mars Hills 
College and Lees-McRae College. The Chargers lost a tough game to Mars Hills, 15-8, but rebounded to defeat Lees- 
McRae, 16-7, for their first win of the season. 


Returning home, the team struggled losing four straight games to drop their record to 1-5. The Chargers rebounded to 
defeat visiting Montclair State University, 13-9, but lost a tough 10-9 game to the Greyhounds of Assumption College. DC 
went on to split their final four games of the year with wins coming against Green Mountain College, 19-3 and Seton Hill 
University in West Virginia, 14-13. 


Freshman Joe Arcaro led the team with 27 goals, starting every game of the year at the attack position. Fellow rookie 
Owen Smith Ill also had a stellar year with 23 goals and a team leading 20 assists for a team leading total of 43 points 
on the season. Rookie Remo Montalbano was tied for third on the team in scoring with 15 goals and second with 18 
assists. 


Sophomores Joe Cobis and Kyle Miller each netted 15 goals for the Chargers and combined for 18 assists this season. 
Freshman goal keeper, Joe Assante, led the team with 128 saves and a .527 save percentage. Sophomore captain Micah 
Brown scored eight goals this year and had a winning face off percentage of .502.

Each year Dominican College dedicated both a men’s and women’s basketball game in honor 
of Bobby Mulligan and Sue Heller. Our alumni come back to remember what it was like to play 
basketball at Dominican College. This year we had our largest turn out in both the men’s and 
women’s alumni basketball game. 


Sue Heller, the first Lady Charger to score 1,000 career points, passed away January 17, 
2001. In her honor, the 1,000 point club was renamed the Sue Heller 1,000 Point Club and 
one women’s basketball game each year is played in her memory. A fierce competitor, Sue 
was extremely proud of her accomplishments at Dominican College especially her 1998 induc- 
tion into the Dominican College Hall of Fame. In addition to her athletic success, she gradu- 
ated in 1980 with a B.A in psychology and certification in special education. To perpetuate 
her legacy, the Sue Heller Memorial Scholarship was established at Dominican College. This 
year, the Sue Heller Memorial Scholarship was given to Jacklyn Tracey, who is a junior on the 
Women’s Basketball Team. 


Bobby Mulligan was a member of the Dominican College men’s basketball team when he 
tragically passed away on August 30, 1987. An accomplished player, Bobby was known for 
his competitiveness on the court.
